district and of our packing houses. This feeling of pride soon 
would be sensed by Mr. Driseoll. He would be urged to go 
into a grove and experience the thrill of picking an orange. 
Driving up and down Euclid and throughout the citrus dis- 
trict, he would see imposing residences nestled back among 
the citrus trees. 

“Phat is an ideal spot for quiet living, for enjoying Cali- 
fornia at its best,’’ he probably would think, and perhaps 
when he retires he would select an Upland citrus grove and 
a comfortable home here.

In the current grave international crisis, Franklin D.

Political 
Parade

Relief, perhaps the hottest hot 
potato that ever popped into poli- 
| tice, is still sizzling, with every 
ee that it may explode and 
| 


raise merry hob at the forthcom- 
ing special session of the State 
Legislature. 

The term “production-for-use” 
is now passe—and has been chang- 
ed, in modern relief covabulary, to 
“production-for-need”’, 

But the issue is still hot as a 
fire-cracker 

Then, too, there’s the red-hot 
issue of “politics in relief’ — the 
charge that civil service has been 
thrown to the four winds, and that 
political henchmen are taking over 
jobs formerly held by trained re- 
lief workers. 

Similarly, there are charges that 
relief recipients are being organ- 
ized as a political bloc—that dues 
are being collected for political 
purposes from the funds they re- 
ceive from California taxpayers 
for food and clothing. 

This phase of the ‘politics in re- 
lief” argument will be brought to 
a head by Assemblyman Albert C. 
Wollenberg of San Francisco with 
his “little Hatch bill’, patterned 
after recent federal legislation bar- 
ring government employees from 
political activities. 

The Wollenberg bill, which 
promises to stir up one of the most 
bitter feuds in California’s political 
history, would ban the solicitation 
of campaign funds from persons 
on relief; prohibit politicians from 
j{making up lists of names of those 
on relief to circularize in their 
campaigns, and would make it un- 
lawful to harass or discriminate 
against any person on relief be- 
cause of race, creed, or political 
affiliations. 

Another hot section of the bill 
stipulates that “no public officer 
or employee may have membership 
in any politicai party or organiza- 
tion advocating the overthrow of 
the constitutional form of govern- 
ment in the United States”. As 
several legislators and state of- 
ficials of the Jeft-wing are known 
to be members of the Communist 
party, this section of the bill is 
likely to result in a public washing 
of red flannels that will startle the 
natives. 

If the European war continues to 
boom the demand for American 
goods and boost re-employment of 
workers as it has during the first 
weeks, however, the relief issue 
may drop from a sizzle to a sim- 
mer. In the eastern states, first to 
feel the effects of the upturn in 
business and industry, relief rolls 
are dwindling sharply. 

The war, on the other hand, will 
intensify the legislative drive to 
purge state officialdom of leftists 
and any who may be suspected of 
lack of loyalty to the American 
form of government. 

At the special session, at least, 
there’s bound to be plenty of heat 
—and plenty of political carnage. 
The battle lines are already form-

The Ham and Eggs Issue 


(Editor’s Note—Just because someone disagrees with you is no 
reason for prohibiting the opposing views being expressed. With 
that in mind, we are today publishing the first part of a discourse 
by Frank Baxter, 461 Euclid avenue, on the Ham and Eggs pro- 
posal. He evidently sincerely believes that passage of the $30- 
Every-Thursday plan would right some of the state’s and na- 
tion’s economic ills. Frank C. Buffington opened the series last 
Friday and both men will contribute to the pro and con discussion 
next week.) 





WHY IS “HAM AND EGGS” SWEEPING AMERICA? 
By Franklin Baxter 

“Ham and Eggs’ sweeps California and America because of 
these things: 30 cents per box citrus fruits that cost 56 cents to 
grow; 30 million of our people unable to buy any oranges and lem- 
ons, another 40 million buying but 334 oranges an 14 a lemon per 
week, and the next 20 million unable to buy more than 514 or- 
anges and 214 lemons—these oranges costing the customers 45 
cents and 60 cents notwithstanding the grower is perfectly satis- 
fied were he getting 8 cents and 6 cents per dozen, respectively; 
because of this grossly absurd paradox of mal-nutrition, no jobs, 
and want and distress in the land possessing 16 times the essen- 
tial mineral resources (exhaustables) per capita, those of the rest 
of the world; because of these hellish wars; because 58 per cent 
of our farms are now tenant-farmed and other vast acreage re- 
verting to the old feudal land system employing labor of the 
“slave’’ type against which decent farmers cannot compete; be- 
cause 125,000 factory-industries bankrupted; because of these and 
a host of other absurdities real Americans refuse longer to toler- 
ate. 

A lot of loose talk is going the rounds concerning salaries of 
sales—and packing house—managers. Some corrections may be 
in order, but, were we to halve them or cancel them out entirely, 
what would it amount to? Less than half-a-cent per box of fruit! 
In other words, we fuss over a few pennies, whereas our problem 
is customers—the lack of them. Why—as the “Wall Street Jour- 
nal” stated—-have the customers been drying-up since 1900-'so 
far as 90 per cent of our 120 million people are concerned ?—a 
fact that inspired that definition of salesmanship by one of our 
greatest leaders in industrial management: ‘“Salesmanship, since 
1910, is but a grabbing of a larger slice of the declining pur- 
chasing-power pie!” There was a sharp increase in ultra-luxuries 
and “luxuries” (now necessities) to the 10 per cent, but can the 10 
per cent give us mass-customers to match our mass-production ? 


But why all this absurdity confronting us? “It all leads to two 
huge errors the Americans committed—partly, 150 years ago but 
specifically in 1863 and since—errors against which we were warn- 
ed by Franklin, Paine, Jefferson, Jackson, Lincoln and others, Jef- 
ferson and Lincoln actually predicting this very debacle now upon 
us. And incidentally and significant, not one word of theirs and 
others on this particular subject, was ever printed in a school 
book; never published by 99 per cent of the press; nor ever men- 
tioned by a speaker at birthday celebrations in honor or memory 
of these great patriots—the organizers of the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties. The subject? “Money Reform, Money Itself, or 
a Constitutional Money”. However, 400,000 older folks of Cali- 
fornia have now heard these words of theirs, for the first time in 
their long lives, and it was “Ham and Eggs’ that told them! 
Yes, later I’ll quote them. 

Did Ham and Eggs bring all this wantonness upon America? 
Was it the fault of either Hoover or Roosevelt—as so many bla- 
bla-bla it? Since this debacle started in 1914, (with the only 
“prosperity” of the “war prosperity” type with its death and de- 
struction and an added debt of 150 billions, or that “1929 pros- 
perity” with its 80 billion crash and 300 billions lost since through 
idle men, idle machines and idle resources), think you this is one 
of those depressions that will, “if the Government just keeps its 
hands off business’, stage a comeback as of yore? It cannot 
stage even that kind of “prosperity” comeback, for the simple 
reason we, Industrial Manageiuent, have ousted Old Man Scarc- 
ity who has been with us ever since the beginning of Time— 
replacing him, in 1910, with Young Husky Abundance! That al- 
ters the situation entirely, does it not? 

Since the “old order’s’’ only ambition is the kind of “prosper- 
ity” arising since 1914; since the “old order’ was in complete 
charge since 1914, yes, since 1863; since the “old order’, through 
its well kniown stooges, is fighting “Retirement Warrants’’ tooth 
and nail, is not this, alone, sufficient reason to believe it has merit? 

“Crackpots” is the term applied to these 400,000 older folks and 
their leaders. Do you not know the term was applied to Wash- 
ington, Paine, Franklin, Jefferson, Lincoln, Edison, Westinghouse, 
Fulton, Watt, LaFollette, the Wrights? Do you not remember 
the “crackpot” Patrick Henry, who headed-up that other tidal- 
wave sweeping America or the colonies that thrust down the 
throat of the first Congress our Bill of Rights? 

Think you the American people do not know, at last, some- 
thing basic is wrong in America? In 1929 the per capita charge 
for relief was 92 cents. In 1938 it was $25 per capita, and going 
up. Was Ham and Eggs responsible? Since this debacle start- 
ed in 1910-14 (when we switched from Scarcity to Abundance) 
are not those so vjolently opposing Ham and Eggs and offering 
no plan of their own, but in charge of our affairs—are not these 
responsible ? 

Instead of parroting words put in our mouths by a small spec- 
ial-privilege group who, unlike us of Industry, can’t-take-it with- 
out billions of aid from our Uncle Sam, let’s analyze Ham and 
Eggs and see if it does not offer us a lot of customers, and offer 
the first step toward “constitutional money”. At least, it is the 
first time either our forefathers or ourselves have ever had the 
opportunity to vote or express ourselves upon money—obviously 
even more important than our Bill of Rights which the same Troy 
reactionaries tried to withhold from us. ‘More important”, since 
whoever controls the issuance of our currency, controls any gov- 
ernment, as you very well know. And our government does not 
issue our currency, nor control our money and credit! (Note: I’m 
not talking about the local banker, but ahout his master, as well 
as ours.) 4 

Before we discuss the Ham and Eggs plan further and see 
what it has to offer in the way of customers, relief from taxes, 
and a money medium that will serve industry rather than exploit 
it, permit me to state a few facts regarding our resources in ma- 
terials, factories and machines, which, the sequence ‘in these, to- 
gether with men, unbroken, we easily would be operating upon a 
125 billion dollar basis, rather than upon this absurd 40 or 60 
billions; even the 80 billions, as chosen by Industrial Management 
and President Roosevelt, as America’s speed or gait and which 
we attained in 1929, obviously is not our speed today—this 80 bil- 
lions not even taking up the slack in 1929, inasmuch as this did 
not employ all the workers then, who, manifestly, are our only 
source of customers. You know of no other source of customers, 
do you? 

America (or more properly, North American continent) pos- 
sesses 60 per cent of the essential mineral resources (exhaust- 
ables) of the entire world and the inexhaustables (food, clothing 
and housing) far beyond our needs, but possessing only 8 per cent 
of the world’s population. In other words, our 150 million people 
(8 per cent) possess 60 per cent of the exhaustables, as against 
the one billion 750 million people (92 per cent) with 40 per cent. 
In other words, we have 16 times the exhaustables, per capita, 
that of the rest of the world. Or, facetiously, instead of one 
chicken or two autos, we should have 16 chickens in every pot 
and 16 autos in every garage, which just goes to show that Her- 
bert was perfectly right and must have seen plenty of chickens, 
and autos (and ham and eggs?), and prosperity just around the 
corner.

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Growers Saved Huge Sum 
In Irrigation Costs Due To | 
Record September Rains 


DIVIDENDS COME 
IN DOWNPOUR AS 
COSTS ARE SAVED 


If no further irrigation is neces- 
sary before winter rains start, the 
record-breaking September rain 
this year will have saved citrus 
growers as much as $45,000 im the 
Upland, Ontario, Cucamonga and 
Alta Loma districts, it was esti- 
mated today. This includ:s sav- 
ings on pumping and cultivating 
costs, 

“The rain has proved a big divi: 
@end for citrus growers,” says A. 
C. Reynolds, secretary-manager 
of the San Antonio Water Co. 

Mr. Reynolds estimates that if 
no further pumping is necessary 
this season, his company alone 
will save $10,000 on pumping 
costs. The San Antonio Water Co. 
supplies water to 4400 acres oft 
citrug and West End Consolidated 
company to 2,000 acres. Other 
water companies operate through- 
out the district. 

Probable total saving on pump- 
ing costs for the section will be 
between $25,000 an@ $30,000 as a 
result of the rain, Mr, Reynolds 
estimates. Besides this saving, 
there is economy to be realized 
on labor for applying water ang 
fcr cultivation and furrowing. 

There ig also another bright 
side to the recent rain for citrux 
growers. The moisture secured 
from rain ‘g more beneficial to a 
grove than that applied by irriga- 
tion, isasmuch as it wets all the 
soil, instead of only a portion of it. 

Many years, growers are com- 
pelled to continue irrigatiou 
schedules until the middle of De- 
cember, Most growers consider 
that the present rain will elimin- 
ate irrigation for a mcnth or pos- 
sibly for six weeks. That would 
mean that if no rain fell util ear- 
ly in November, groves would not 
require irrigation, 

Despite the heavy drain on 
wells before the rain, while the 
heat wave was cobbing soil and 
trees of moisture, water levels in 
the district have not fallen as low 
as water company Officials antict- 
pated.
